Chapter III 





THE GRIP OF THe GLACIAL 








Graph showing the advance and retreat of the Arctic Circle 
during 26,000 years (ending 2,000 A.D.) from latitude 62° 
to 55° and from 55° to 67°. 
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The pathway of the pole among the stars from 24,000 B.C. 
to 2,000 A.D. 


The accompanying charts show (1) the advance and 
retreat of the Arctic Circle and (2) the course traced 
by the earth's axis - more widely recognised perhaps as 
the North Pole - round the pole of the ecliptic during 
the progress of the equinoctial cycle of 26,000 years 
(astronomically stated to be 25,868 years) ending 
2,000 A.D. 

This period includes the last glacial, which began 
when the Arctic Circle, then in the 62nd parallel of 
latitude, gradually commenced to move south in conse- 
quence of the second rotation causing the angle of obli- 
quity to vary, not at a “mean average," but in accordance | 
with the geometrical law that a curve, approaching a given ' 
point, does not do so at a uniform rate. 

Thus the pole of the second rotation, projecting a 
curve, effectually precludes the method of estimating the | 
variation of the angle of obliquity by the means of a few 
observations, and necessitates, instead, a return to 
those mechanical and geometrical practices by the use of 
which the masters of the past made astronomy a reality. 

The advance and retreat of the Arctic Circle is 
estimated in accordance with the theory outlined in 
"This Reeling World," which postulates an advance to the 
south, during ten thousand years, through seven degrees 
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of latitude - in this instance from the 62nd to the 55th 
parallels of latitude - when the limit of advance is 
attained and the retreat to the north, through twelve 
degrees of latitude - in this instance from the 55th to 
the 67th parallels - during a period of sixteen thousand 
years, ensues. 

Throughout that period of 26,000 years the angle of 
Obliquity of the earth's axis had been constantly varying, 
such variation being extremely slight and slow at the 
points of culmination, which may, for convenience, be 
referred to as north and south, but comparatively speaking, 
swift and extensive when the curve of the rotation passes 
the east and west points. 

For the years 1909-1929 the annual variation offici- 
ally recorded reveals a gradual diminution from forty- 
seven hundredths of a second of are to forty-six hun- 
dredths of a second, or a difference of one hundredth 
of a second in twenty years. 

This would have been about the rate at which the 
angle was varying when the Arctic Circle changed from a 
northerly to a southerly direction in latitude 62 some 
26,000 years ago. 

But when, some 18,000 years later, the Arctic Circle 
was in the same parallel on its retreat to the north, the 
annual variation of the angle of obliquity was never less 
than four seconds of arc, and, over one period, nearly 
five. 

Wherefore as the angle of obliquity varies, so does 
the rate at which the Arctic Circle advances or retreats. 
To pass through one degree of latitude - 60 geographical 
or 70 Lnglish statute miles - the rate has varied from 
2,000 years, at the commencement of the advance, to 2,500 
at the present time, while 5,500 years were occupied in 
passing from the 56th to the 55th parallel and then back 
to the 56th - actually the period of culmination of the 
last glacial. 

In distinct contrast to this is the rate of the 
advance from the 60th to the 58th parallels, when the 
two degrees were passed in some 1,500 years, and the zone 
within them was frozen to solidity, to remain so till 


141,000 - 9,000 years ago, when the pole had attained to 
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the same parallels of latitude but in inverse order - 
58" to 60" and the Arctic Circle was in retreat. 

The retreat was then attaining its highest rate of 
750 years to a degree. This was maintained until the 
63rd parallel was passed, when a gracual diminution set 
in as the linit of the curve was approached, 

Within this latter period there occurred the most 
momentous topographical and racial happenings in the 
evolution of modern north-west Europe. 

Three topographical incidents in particular may be 
mentioned, (1) the formation of the North Sea, and (2) 
the gouging out of the passage-way which linked up the | 
Atlantic with the Baltic: 3) the cutting free of 
Ireland from the then mainland. The period appears to 
have been from 11,000 to 8,000 years ago. 

The acceleration, followed by a period of retardation, 
which, in turn, gave way to another acceleration of the 
rate of variation in the angle of obliquity - and there- | 
fore of the speed of advance or retreat of the Arctic 
Circle - may also be found to throw some light on the 
solution of problems which have for many years puzzled 
investigators. 

One is how and why herds of mammoths in Russia and 
Siberia were forzen to death even while they fed, as is 
evidenced by the discovery of their bodies with unmasti- 
catec food still in their mouths; the other is how and 
why there came about such a marked and pronounced move- 
ment amongst those racial units loosely classified as 
Scythians, Kelts, Huns, Goths and Visi-Goths, a moveinent 
vaguely referred to as "The Great Migration" but other- ? 
Wise shelved as prehistoric. 

The explanation of the first probleia may be found 
in the advance of the Arctic Circle from the 60th to the 
58th parallel. 

When the curve of the second rotation culminates in 
what may be termed the north of the volute, or, expressed 
astronomically, when the pole of the equator and the pole 
of the second rotation are on the same meridian as the 
pole of the ecliptic, but with the pole of the second 
rotation at its greatest distance from the pole of the 
ecliptic, the annual variation in the angle of obliquity 
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is practically nil. The Arctic Circle, consequently, 
is, to all intents and purposes, stationary, and for a 
period of several thousands of years. 

One effect of this is the almost complete stabilis- 
ation of the ice-line, with 4 cessation of the breaking 
away of huge masses from the main body in the formation 
of drifting bergs and floes, since the disintegrating 
influence of a slowly rising temperature would no longer 
be operative in producing what is known as “rotten ice." 

To the south of the Arctic and north of the Antarctic 
Circles, the seas would therefore be free of icc-bergs; 
also the climatic variations, due to their drifting and 
melting, would no longer function. 

In these circumstances land areas, even in close 
proxinity to the ice-line, would no longer be subject to 
those meteorological conditions which when the ice-line 
is not stabilised, retard, if not preclude development 
both in the flora and fauna. 

Neither taiga nor tundra could exist, because the 
forest growth would extend —- as geological evidence reveals 
it has extended — right up to the limit of the ice. 

But where the forest is, there also are the forest 
denizens. 

The winter cold, no matter how severe it might be, 
would be less inimical cither to plant or animal life 
because of the increased store of vitality capable of 
being accumulated during the summer months, when cloud- 
less skies would allow the full volume of the sun's rays 
to reach the earth from sunrise to sunset. 

An illustrative example of this sustaining value of 
the sun's rays absorbed in summer against the stress of 
winter cold may be instanced in the vegetation of the 
upper Himalaya, where maiden-hair fern, smothered under 
ice and snow in the winter, flourishes luxuriantly immedi- 
ately the winter is past; while in the Hindu Kush, where 
in some of the inhabited valleys the winter temperature 
falls as low as 17 degrees below freezing point, (Fahren- 
heit) the mulberry, apricot, grape and olive flourish in 
the open air. 

It may therefore reasonably be assumed that the 
conditions of life almost right up to the ice-line would, 
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when that ice-line is stabilised, be more favourable both 
to animal and vegetable existence than they would be with- 
in 150 miles of it when it was unstabilised and receding. 

But these very conditions would bring about a terrible 
reaction when the ice-line moved sufficiently south to 
reach the segment of the curve where it attaincd the 
greater velocity. 

As this point would be only some 150 miles south T 
of the latitude where, for thousands of years, the move- 
ment was extremely slow, a numerous population, both 
human and brute, would result. The acceleration of 
the movement until it attained its highest rate of ad- 
vance would mean, not merely a colder climate, but an 
emergence of frigidity which would freeze every living 
thing within its radius to death. 

Vegetation would cease, and all animal life, caught 
in that fatal grip, would be what those frozen mammoths, 
with their mouths full of food, were, and remained, 
through the succeeding thousands of years, preserved in 
a cold storage more profound in its intensity then any- 
thing human ingenuity has yet managed to achieve. 

Everything that could flee would do so, and so 
bring about a vast congestion in more southern latitudes, 
a congestion so frought with all the horrors of starvation, 
pestilence and panic that the memory of it would live - 
as it still lives in the legends of unsophisticated 
peoples and in the vaguc, apprehensive terror of “the 
wrath to cone." 

The psychological effect on the human racial units 
who escaped would be the disintegration of all tribal 
habits, customs, crecds and practices which had slowly 
grown up during the preceding millenia. 

In this way, may perhaps be explained how the civil- 
isations of the megalithic peoples faded into oblivion, 
with only the ruincd vestiges of their emblematic struc- 
tures, and the contents of a few of their burial nounds, 
left as shadowy indications of what once had been. 

But when the continued variation in the angle of 
obliquity had carricd the climatic conditions to the 
limit of the glacial advance, it would, as the angle 
increased again become accelerated, and the Arctic Circle 
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would attain to those parallels where it would retreat 
northwards at its highest speed. The cliiatic conditions 
would be quite different. 

In place of a swift advance of devastating frigidity, 
the rising temperature would mean a slow disintegration 
of the ice mass, the liberation of vast volumes of flood 
waters over the low-lying areas, and a diminution of 
sunlight through the constant presence of fogs, mists 
and clouds. 

Within the zone of territory lying between the 61st 
and 58th parallels of latitude in north-western Lurope 
to the east of Britain the conditions obtaining would be 
such as to render human occupation almost impossible at 
the time, estimated as 11,000 to 3,000 years ago. 

But south of the 58th parallel, and certainly for 
some thousand years or so earlier, the climatic conditions 
would have rendered existence possible for nomadic tribes 
racially akin to those peoples of mongoloid origin from 
whoil, primarily, the megalithic folk probably derived. 

Wherefore it may not be unreasonable to assume that 
when the variation in the angle of obliquity carried the 
Arctic Circle south to the 55th parallel some 16,000 years 
ago, all the inhabitants of the area north of that para- 
llel and extending from what is now Britain to the farth- 
est east of Asia, were forced to migrate. 

As regards the European area, peoples already estab- 
lished further to the south would naturally dispute any 
attempt at intrusion and so determine the main direction 
in which that migration would tend. 

This would then of necessity be eastward, actually 
back along the route their ancestors followed when 40,000 
years before, they in turn drifted west from what had 
been their haven in the vicinity of the Caspian Sea during 
the earlier glacial. 

That the locality of the Caspian should bulk so 
largely in the prehistory of the remote ancestors of the 
Nordic race is quite understandable when it is remembered 
that the Caspian Sea, as well as the Azal Sea, have from 
time immemorial, been the habitat of seals. 

How those semi-arctic creatures first became estab- 
lished in those Asian inland waters has long since been 
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relegated to the limbo of inexplicable phenomena. But 
so also was the riddle of the presence, at the head of 
the Adriatic, of characteristically Arctic lobsters. 

It is contended that both seals and lobsters are 
living witnesses that the Great Glacial, som hundreds of 
thousands of years ago, reached as far south as the 30th 
parallel of latitude. It is further contended that it 
was the presence of these seals which led to the Caspian 
area becoming, through two subsequent and successive 
glacial periods, the haven of tribes marooned between the 
ice fields to the north and the mountain barriers to the 
south. Both fish and seals would yield a food supply, 
while the latter would also contribute oil wherewith to 
light and warm the interior of huts as well as fur pelts 
for garments. 

Whether to this combination of seal and fish may be 
attributed the so-called “elephant” emblem existing on 
so many of the Sculptured Stones, an emblem usually accom- 
panied by a fish symbol, is an open question. But the 
assuuption that it may have been the foundation received 
some support from the fact that all the enblems on those 
Scottish, as well as early Hittite stones, are either 
animal or geometrical, but never floral. 

Where the trend of the “animal style" of symbolism 
can be traced to the east and south-east of the suggested 
cultural centre between the Caspian and the Black Seas, 
floral designs become more and more manifest as the dis- 
tance increascs,. It may therefore be the fact that the 
north-western phase was not only evolved, but developed, 
While the land was still so ice-bound that any vegetation 
existing was confined to Arctic mosses, with the result 
that the choice of exiblems wherewith to express their 
symbolic records was limited to geometrical designs and 
the presentation of the forms of those animals with which 
they were acquainted. 

As the ice line slowly receded and the way opened 
for a renewed migration to the north-west, it is conceiv- 
able how the seal and fish emblem might become fixed as 
the ideograph expressive of the memory of the great tribu- 
lation through which the race had passed, and how, also, 
as the designers of the emblem ceased to be able to use 
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the actual animal as a model, the seal form would be 
gradually conventionalised, while the fish, still being 
accessible, would remain ore true to nature.

SATELLIT# IN TH SKY. A Warner Brothers Film produced 
in England, starring Donald Wolfit, Lois Maxwell and 
Kieron Moore. 


A credible and satisfying film about the next stage 
in man's attempt to conquer space. The story is of the 
maiden voyage Of a manned satellite which has as its func- 
tion the offloading of a new super atomic bo:ib for a test 
explosion in outer space. 

The atmosphere. of the works and launching ground is 
most authentic, much of the footage having been shot at 
the AVRO testing grounds and the technical side - design 
etc., - having been done with the aid of people who are 
actually engaged in this type of work. 

Lois iiaxwell as the heroine - a journalist - gives 
the impression of having enough brains to hold down a 
newspaper job, a refreshing change after some of the 
glanorous nitwits encountered in other films of this type. 
Donald Wolfit as a scientific expert gives such a con- 
vincing performance as a civil service boffun that it 
was hard to believe he was not genuine, Kieron Moore has 
Irish charii and good looks, it is scarcely necessary to 
add more. 

Perhaps the most striking portion of the film was the 
sequence showing an Avro Delta Wing craft being tested. 
The astounding beauty of these modern aeroplanes, with 
their sleek lines and glistening outer skins makes one 
think of racehorses bcing paraded before one of the classic 
races. It makes one realise that modern technological 
developments have brought to being a sense of beauty com- 
parable to the ancient Greek athlete, strength without 
ugliness. This film which has not yet been shown in 
London, except to the press, is well worth while secing, 
even if only to show how close we are to breaking free of 
earthly shackles.

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THE LAND BRIDGE ACROSS THE NORTH SEA 








Doubt is frequently expressed as to thc recent exis- 
tence of a land bridge across the North Sea. The follow- 
ing sketch map, taken from “Submerged Forests" by Clement 
Reid, published by the Cambridge University Press in 1913, 
snows the position of the coast line at some period 
carlier than 2,000 BC, and probably not before 5,000 BC. 

It will be seen that not only was the Dogger Bank 
dry land, but the site of Jurgen Spanuth's “Atlantis" off 
Heligolandwas also dry land at the time. At that tiie 
the land bridge joining Britain to Iceland had, in all 
probability, ceased to exist, the separation of Europe 
from both Atlantis and America being complete.

1.--eunfin, enfin - the cause of Atlantis moved from its 
dead point in this covntry. On 13th January I delivered 
a lecture in one of the largest halls of the Cracow Uni- 
versity, uet. “Tragedy of Atlantis - Poseidonia”. There 
were more than 500 persons present, but about 300 could 
not enter into the hall since there was no room for them. 
Thus, on 2/th January I will repeat this lecture once 
more in Cracow. Moreover, I am invited to deliver it in 
some other towns of Poland. 

You can see, Dear Sir, that the time for Atlantis 
arrived at last in this country, and that the interest 
of it is very great. 


2eoeel aii Very sorry to say that neither the year of sub- 
mersion of Poseidonia nor the real cause of this catastro— 
phe are hitherto sufficiently explained. Please, look 6g. 
on the article of Dr. R. Mulaise (ATLANTIS, Vol./, No.5, 
p.93) who fixed it at 1200 BC! On the other hand, I 
cannot be scientifically convinced into the Hoerbiger 
theory, concerning the capture of Luna about 9500 BC, as 
the cause of the submersion of Poseidonia, although I am 
auch inclined to this theory (‘/elteislehre). Now, there 
is no one example in our Solar System of the motion of 
celestial bodies under the influence of the “resisting 
medium". The article of F.Ashton (ATLANTIS, Vol.l, No.1, 
pe15 sq) of accelerations or decelerations in the motion 
of some periodic comets have been well explained by Dr. 
F.L.Whipple of Harvard College Observatory (USA) and by 
Prof. A. Dubiago of Kanzan Observatory (USSR). The theory 
of Wolf's comet has been elaborated by me at least 20 
times more exactly than any one of the periodic coimets. 

It decelerates its imotion, whereas comet Encke accelerates 
it, in accordance to the reasons explained by F.Whipple 
and A.Dubiago. And - of course - such enormous body, 
such massive as our Moon is, could not change its orbit 

so late (about 9500 BC) and pass from the circling the 

Sun between the orbits of the Earth and liars - to the 
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circling round the warth. According to Dr. H. Alfven, 

the Garth captured Luna, which was of very yore an inde- 
pendent planet circling the Sun. But it happened many 
millions years ago, according to Dr. H. Alfven (his letter 
to me from February 25th, 199). 

But, on the other hand, we cannot dismiss tacitly 
many tales of Pre-Selenites - as I wrote in my article 
(The Birth of the Moon - ATLANTIS RES. Vol 2, No. 6, p.88) 
and in your article (ATLANTIS RES. Vol.2, No.5, p68) 
Consequently, these problems should be investigated 
iunctim - iee. theory of Hoerbiger, views of H. Alfven 
and legends of Pre-Selenites. It should however be noted 
that the Welteislehre finds at present more and more ad- 
herents among astronomers (The existence of ice in comets 
- F. Whipple - in Jupiter and in Saturn, in many tenuous 
nebulas etc.)

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THE GLACIAL PuRIOD AND DRAYSON'S HYPOTHESIS by John 
Mills. New York, 195. 


We have just received from Mr. Tiffanay Thayer a 
copy of this interesting little brochure which we have 
adaed to our collection of Draysonia. 


As will be remembered the main plank of the theory 
was that the path of the North Pole in relation to the 
Pole of the Ecliptic is larger than had been supposed 
and takes 32000 years instead of 26000 years as now 
assumed. This was worked out by calculation during his 
period at the Royal Observatory at Greenwich. He was a 
Major General of Artillery and an instructor at Woolwich 


and later was attached to the Observatory for a year or 
S06 


Personally I see no reason why he should not have 
been correct; we are continually encountering errors 
of some magnitude in our astronomical calculations re- 
lating to eclipses, etc.e, and it is quite possible that 
somewhere we may have been out enough to make a wide 
discrepancy over a long period of time. 


What, however, depresses me is that the present 
exponents of the theory have made, as far as I can see, 
no attempt to relate it to all the modern work which is 
going on as to the origin of the Ice Ages and climatic 
changes. Entirely apart from those who like myself 
follow the Atlantis hypothesis, there has been suffici- 
ent matcrial published in the last ten ycars to make it 
worth while for the implications of the Drayson theory 
to be co-ordinated with modern thought, to the great 
advantage of both. 


It is interesting to compare Drayson with Firth 
Scott's present instalment of “Poles, Prophets and 
Pyramids."

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LE VRAI VISAGE Di LA TERRE, by Raymond Bachelard. 
Uzes, France, 1955. 


The author considers that at the end of the tertiary 
period the Earth and an "Object" coimposed mainly of NiFe 
which brushed lightly against the site of the Pacific 
Ocean and produced a corresponding distortion of the 


sub and surface strata to give the ecarth much its pres- 
ent shape. 


The two Americas which according to the theory of 
Wegener were adjacent to Africa were separated from it, 
which at the same time the angle of North America to 
South America was radically changed. 


It is a pity that the author has not ready any of 
the Hoerbiger material as perhaps he might have been 
inclined to visualise the possibility of such a disaster 
being caused by the crashing of a moon. In the work 
under question he docs not mention the fate of the 
"Object", which he presumably considers to be solely 
a matter of astronomical interest. 


What, however, is important is that many investi- 
gators of varying viewpoints are beginning to realise 
that the present condition of the Earth has been modi- 
fied in the past by a celestial visitor, whether by 
actual contact or close approach is as yet not clear, 
and that in solving this inystery we shall also solve 
that of Atlantis and other extinct cultures.

SJUNKET LAND I ATLANTEN (Sunken Lane in the Atlantic) 
by Dr. Rene Malaise, Stockholm, 1956. 


Dr. Malaise, whose researches into the Atlantis 
question have reccived frequent mention in these colums, 
has now published in “Ymer" a further paper based on 
the sediment cores taken by the Swedish expedition to 
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the Atlantic and reported in 1955, and also the results 
obtained by the Soviet ship “Sadko" and published in 
Priroda in 1953. 


In his opinion the occurrence of freshwater 
diatoms in certain deep sea corcs shows that the 
Atlantic Ridge was above water until about 10,000 BC, 
forming the southern projection of the land bridge 
from Europe to Greenland via Iceland. 


At about that time fractures occurred between 
Greenland and Iccland, and beticen the latter and 
Europe, cnabling the waters of the Gulf stream to 
penetrate to the North, although they were: still 
barred from the ‘West Coast of Africa by the then 
North Eastern tip of Atlantis. 


It was not until 1200 BC that the final disaster 
occurred, the sinking of the last fragments causing 
the dessication of the Sahara region and the invasion 


of Egypt by the ‘inhabitants, only to be defeated by 
Rameses III in 1195 BC. 


This theory has the advantage of reconciling 
the two series of dates : 10,000 BC as postulated 
by the orthodox Atlantcans and 12,000 BC as asserted 
by Spanuth, Velikovsky, and many others. 


The difficulty of rcconciling the two alterna- 
tives has caused much ill feeling in the past which 
was to be regretted as both groups had put in much 
anxious research work to bolster up their views. 


Now all that remains is to tie up the ideas of 
Dr. Malaise with those of Hoerbiger, Kamienski, and 
the other exponents of a cosmic cause for the dis- 
aster.
